Ed Sousa, director of data process- 
ing for the Wilmington School Depart- 
ment announced recently that he will 
leave his post at the end of December 
to accept a better paying position in 
private industry. 

Sousa, who has been working in the 
computer field for 20 years said that 
in his year and a half as director, the 
data processing curriculum has grown 
tremendously. Currently, he said, 10 
per cent of the students in the high 
school are taking computer courses. 

One of Sousa’s most noteworthy 
contributions to the program was to 
help the town purchase its own com- 
puter. Prior to this the, school had 
contracted for computer services on a 
time sharing basis. There was no in- 
house system. 

‘The new system was purchased en- 
tirely from existing funds and will

It also recommends a single budget 
for the judiciary to take the place of 
the 417 separate budgets now in ex- 
istence. 

Cox said that with 417 budgets and 
no consultation among their makers 
“It is no wonder there is duplication 
and waste."” 

Part of the Cox Committee 
recommendation states that the state 
should assume the costs of running the 
courts. The money is now ap- 
propriated by the county com- 
missioners and raised by the cities 
and towns. If the state were to 
assume court costs, the annual 
savings on property taxes for the town 
of Wilmington would be $269,000, Cox 
said. 

Court reform legislation has been 
before the Legislature since January, 
‘The plan now being considered differs 
somewhat from the one proposed by 
the Cox Committee. It states that ap- 
pointments to non-judicial posts 
would continue to be made on the dis- 
trict court level 

It also provides that chief justices 
would be elected by their peers. Cox 
said that he believed this would tend 
to politicize the office of chief justice 
and said also that he was unsure If the 
provision were constitutional 

A non separability clause has been 
suggested to be written into the bill 
which states that if any part of the bill 
is declared unconstitutional, the rest 
of the bill may not be considered 
separately. This would successfully 
thwart court reform for another year. 

Cox suggested that everyone pre- 
sent contact four friends and write 
letters to their senators and to 
members of the House Judiciary 
Committee in support of immediate 
and effective court reform.
